PHILADELPHIA POPULATION 
1,961,458; 7.54 PCT. GAIN 


Despite Small Increase, City Still 
Is Third in Size in 
U. a,

PHILADELPHIA, July 16. — The 


complete census tabulation for 
Philadelphia shows a population of 
1,961,458, an increase of 137,679 
or 7.54 per cent since 1920. A 
steady drift to the suburbs and to 
nearby New Jersey communities 
was held responsible for the small 
increase. The city, however, con- 
tinued to hold third position in the 
cities of the country, being sur- 
passed in population only by New 
York and Chicago. 

Harry J. Imber, chairman of the 
local board of census supervisors,

A. Mackey that if all those residing 
within the city limits had-~ been 
enumerated, the population would 
be more than 2,000,000. He said 
he felt that thousands of persons 
had been missed by the enumera- 
tors. 


DALLAS, Téx., July 16.—The 
population of Texas was announced 
today as 5,810,683, an increase of 
1,147,455, or 24.62 per cent. — 


CITY'S EXPENSES $5,680,735 
FOR FIRST QUARTER OF YEAR 


The city spent $5,680,735 for op- 
eration of its departments during 
the first three months of ‘the fis- 
cal year that began last April. This 
was $691,413 more than in the 
corresponding period of last year, 
416,413 of the increase being due 
to the first payment of the city’s 
annual share of the police pension 
fund. This payment,. however, will 
not have to be repeated in the re- 
maining quarters of this fiscal year. 

As usual, the Police Department 
was the most costly. Its expense 
was $1,316,155 for the quarter, 
compared with 1,264,523 for the 
same period last year. Many items 
of increased expenditure among de- 
partments were due to increased al- 
lowances in the budget,.and were 
to be expected. -Because juror's 
pay was increased from $1.50 to 
$3 a day, there was an increase in 
this item of $50,791.

On the arrival in St. Louis’ to- 
morrow of Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney Joseph A. Lennon, Circuit At- 
torney Miller will begin .a study 
of the unpublished part of the-af- 
fidavit of James W. Stultz, long- 
missing witness in the Ryckoft- 
Pritchard-Heath false pretense 
case, This portion, pointing to evi- 
dence of bribery, and the rést of 
Stultz’s statement, published exclu- 
sively in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch, 
will be the basis of testimony to 
be assembled by the Circuit At- 
torney, probably for the October 
grand jury. 

As told yesterday, Stultz, former 
construction engineer of the De- 
partment of Public Utilities, was 
found in the army by the’ Post- 
Dispatch after an absence of 16 
months from St. Louis, and made 
a@ detailed statement of his rea- 
sons for believing that, as he said, 
“the city was given a thorough 
trimming” on the $1,856,000 light- 
ing installation contract awarded 
Chicago con- 


Stultz, now a Corporal in an en- 
gineer company stationed at Mitch- 
el Field, N. Y., was questioned by 
Lennon and a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in a New York hotel. He 
made frequent mention in his affi- 
davit of John C. Pritchard, Direc- 
tor of Public Utilities at the time 
the Ryckoff contract was executed: 
George B. Heath, chief electrical 
engineer of the department at the 
same timé; Charles G. Gonter, as- 
sistant to Heath, and George Hall, 
superintendent of construction for 
Ryckoff. Pritchard and Heath 
are under indictment jointly with 
Ryckoff, charged with obtaining 
$157,000 from the city under false 
pretenses in the execution of the 
Ryckoff contract. 


Feared He Would Involve Friends. 


Stultz said that he fled from St. 
Louis March 26, 1929, on the re- 
peated advice of Heath and Gon- 
ter. They told him, he said, that 
in -view of the grand jury’s in- 
quiry into the Ryckoff contract, it 
was “getting hot,” and that he 
He said. no 
one threatened -him or caused him 
to fear bodily harm, but that he 
decided to avoid appearing before 
the grand jury, as he feared that 
his testimony would involve his 
friends if he told the truth, and 
would get himself in trouble if he 
concealed the truth. 

Stultz told in detail how Ryc- 
koff “wrote his own ticket” in 
the matter of his claims for work 
and material, which it was the 
duty of the utilities department to 
check up. In checking quantities 
of cable, Stultz ‘said, he. was 
obliged to go to Hail, Ryckoff's 
representative, as the department 


‘records did not contain the matter 


which he needed. He said Pritch- 
ard and Heath approved the re- 
ports which he made out in this 
manner, and that when there was 
a disagreement, “Mr. Hail’s opinion 
was always final.” The depart- 
ment’s records for four months 
disappeared, Stultz said, and 
Stultz, looking for them, said he 
was told by Gonter t to worry 
dbout them, as they were “water 
over the dam.” 

Stultz said also that he knew, of 
his own knowledge, that Heath 
placed his O K on estimates of 
lwofk which were in excess of the 
actual reports filed and that Gon- 
ter approved estimates for pay- 
ment which were in excess of the 
field reports. | 

Circuit Attorney’s Statement. 


Cireuit Attorney Miller, after a 
careful reading of ‘the major por- 
tion of Stultz’s affidavit, in the 
Post-Dispatch, and after talking by 
long-distance telephone with his 
assistant, Lennon, in New York, 


said: 

“The assistance given to this of- 
fice by the Post-Dispatch in locat- 
ing James W. Stultz and obtaining 
his affidavit, has proven of very 
great value... I appreciate the co- 
operation of the Post-Dispatch and } 
I wish to commend the zeal of its 
staff in furthering the ends of 
justice.” 

It was learned that the October 
grand jury, rather than the one 
now in vacation and to reconvene 
in September, will probably take 
up the new phases.of the Ryckoff 
case.

“*Beastly” Weather Last

BOSTWICK, Ga., July 16. —The 
monoplane “K of New Haven,” -on 
a nonstop refueling flight from 
New York to Buenos Aires, crashed 
here today, but the occupants :es- | 
caged, unhurt, by use of para- 
chutes, 

Jimmy Garrigan, one of the plf- 
lots, said the ship got beyond con- 
trol after it consumed all its gaso- 
line and that he and his two com- 
panions decided to desert it. All 
three floated to safety one. mile 
from here. 

The ship was demolished. 

“We will return to New 


York 


and’ try all over again,” Garrigan / 


said. 

He said they flew through 
“peastly” weather last night and 
that the’ship used more fuel than 
they had anticipated. 4 

“We just had to jump,” Garrigan 
said. “We didn't know where we 
were exactly and the ship was out 
of control. The visibility was bad, 
so we took to the ‘chutes and let 
her fall.” a 

Help reached the flyers 
after they landed about a mile west 
of Bostwick. 

The plane originally was built 
by. Eddie Stinson for an attempt to 
break the endurance, non-refueling 
flight record, now held by Ger- 
many. Speed was sacrificed for 
lifting capacity but the ship was 


ing flight such as the one at- 
tempted. Its cruising speed was 
about 85 miles an hour. Fully 
loaded, it had a flight range of 
around 2500 miles. 

The ship left Roosevelt 
New York yesterday. 

Bostwick is a village about 62 
miles east of Atlanta. 

Garrigan was accompanied by 
Garland Peed, another pilot, and 
Randy Enslow, a pilot and radio 
operator. 

They iplanned to fly down the 
seaboard with necessary refueling 
contacts and thence to Havana for 
another refueling before heading 


Field, 


Although the plane took off at 
Roosevelt Field at 3:24-p. m. yes- 
terday, it did not head southward 
on its 9000-mile flight until after 
8 p.m. The intervening time was 
consumed in making four refuel- 
ing contacts in which 425 gallons 
of gasoline were put aboard. The 
K of New Haven carried 125 gal- 
lons when it left the ground. The 
light load reduced danger’ of a 
crack-up in the takeoff. 

The. air-loading of fuel was ac- 
complished by a plane from Curtiss 
Airport. Three contacts weré 
planned, but so much time was 
lost when one attempt failed that 
the K of New :Haven asked for a 
fourth supply. This was put aboard 
over the ocean off Rockaway after 
nightfall. Phe refueling plane was 
forced to land in New Jersey be- 
cause of lack of gasoline.

BAR REFERENDUM 
OVERWHELMINGLY 
FOR JUDGE HAD 


Presiding Member of St. 
Louis Court of Appeals 
for Republican Nomina- 
tion Indorsed.

George FP. Haid, presiding Judge 
of the St. Louis Court of Appeals, 


received an overwhelming major» 
ity in a referendum in the Missouri 
Bar Association for indorsementfor 
the Republican nomination to suc- 
ceed himself, it was announced this 
afternoon. 

The vote was: Judge Haid, 546; 
William L.\ Bohnenkamp of S&t. 
Louis, 81, and Paul R. Miller of 
Clayton, 24. 

There wers 3200 ballots mailed 
to members of the association 
within the court’s district, which 
comprises St. Louis and 23 eastern 
counties of Missotrri. While the 
vote was secret, certificates of 
identification, stating that the vot- 
ers were Republicans and members 
of the association, were required 
to be inclosed. Thirty-six ballots 
were rejected for failure to inclose 
certificates, 32 of these having 
been intended for Judge Haid, two 
for Bohnenkamp and one for Mil- 
ler. 

Judge Haid, a former City Coun- 
selor, was appointed by Gov. Caul- 
field in January, 1929, to the un- 
expired term of Charles H. Danes, 
resigned. | Two yéars of that term 
will remain after Dec. 31. There 
is no Democratic candidate 
nomination for the office yet, 

The y»referendum was conducted 
by a committee consisting of Wil- 
liami C, Lucas, chairman; Herman 
W. Langworthy, xX. P.. Wilfley, 
Forrest C. Donnell, Charles. L. 
Moore, R. A: Brown {r., James T.

She 
said that when she consulted the 
Colonel about what to do with the 
contribution he told her to keep 
it and use it in her fall campaign, 
which she said she would do.

Confirms Report of “Payoff.” 

“He says that he took Heath and 
me to the M. A. A., in a city ma- 
chine, to take dinner with Ryckoff 
and Hail. I was never in the M. A. 
A. building in my life. He says it 
was ‘general talk’ that the depart- 
ment inspectors were invited to the 
M. A. A. for a ‘payoff.’ There was 
such a report.

Gave Notes for Overdrafts. 

Brunk also discussed his déal- 
ings with the Bank of Aurora, 
which also failed recently and 
which held among its assets $23,- 
000 of Brunk’'s notes, $12,500 of 
which wefe unsecured. : 

Brunk said that between 1922 
‘and 1928 he borrowed $138,000 from 
the’ bank to finance him in busi- 
ness enterprises, principally for 
the promotion of a transfer coiu- 
pany. During his campaign for 
State Treasurer in 1928, he said, 
he borrowed $5000 more for his 
expenses under an arrangement 
whereby he drew checks against 
the bank, creating overdrafts 
which he later replaced with notes. 


“Personal Transaction.” 

“The loan for the campaign ex- 
penses was a personal transaction 
between me and E. R. Adams, 
president, and M. T. Eastley, 
cashier, of the bank, whom I had 
known all my life,” said Brunk. 
“When the bank failed the notes 
were transferred to the bank's as- 
sets. . 

“During the past week I have 
paid off $10,000 of the notes. Of 
the remainder, $2500 is unsecured, 
and $10,500 is secured by real es- 
tate worth $5000 or $6000 more 
than the loan. I expect to pay it 
all 6ff within 60 days.”

They said Wozniak 
had appeared at their headquar- 
ters and admitted 4he Kingsland 
fire started at his workbench, but 
denied he had caused it or been 
engaged in a sabotage program for 
Imperial Germany. 

At Tupper’s Lake, Wozniak re- 
ceived a letter informing him he 
was wanted for questioning in 
Washington. Subsequently he went 
to New York, the affidavits said, 
and was last seen entering a house 
on the East Side.

Munger, Lincoln, Neb., testified he 
had examined a former Brinkley 
Hospital patient nanted Walter- 
meyer and found the had been 
“damaged” bya bladder operation 
performed by’ Dr. Brinkley which 
the witness described as “ama- 
teurish and blundersome.” 

Mrs. Cora Mattox, Kansas City, 
Kan., testified she was taken to the 
Brinkley Hospital in 1919 and un- 
derwent an opération for appendi- 
citis without first undergoing an 
examination. She said she was 
frightened when Brinkley’s wife 
and a nurse strapped her on the 
operating table, that she emelled 
liquor on Dr. Brinkley’s breath and 
that he later cursed her on a 
numiber of occasions: Mrs. Mattox 
said one of the occasions was when 
she accidentially broke stitches on 
the wound caused by her operation. 

The woman admitted under 
cross-examination that she disliked 
Dr. Brinkley and “the whole hos- 
pital.”

Points in Horton Smith’s Game, 
Champion Bobby Jones Writes 


- By Bobby Jones 
American Open, British Open and British Amateur Champion. 
For the moderately skillful golfer—that is, the man who plays 
norMally between 80 and 90—I suppose the medium - ‘pitch of 75 
to 100 yards is about as troublesome as any Other in the game. 


Not that the player executes the 


shot badly enough to place him 


in actual trouble, but he fails to hole out in two fram the pitch as 
often as he should, and all in all leaves himself entirely too much

No man demonstrates so well as 
Horton Smith what can pe done 
with a pitch and <, BOTS 
a putt.

What this means in the way of 
scoring is not hard to see. Think 
of the fours on par five holes ,of 
the threes on the par fours of the 
drive and pitch variety, and think 
of the fours on the long two-shot- 
ters where a missed tee shot has 
sacrificed a half-stroke of distance! 
Sniith is human like the rest of us, 
and like the rest of us, he not in- 
frequently .misses the green with 
his second shot. But after watch- 
ing him a few holes when his iron 
play may be a bit slack, the feel- 
ing is inescapable that it makes 
little difference; you begin to won- 
der if he can miss the green far 
er.ough to cause him to take a five. 

Two Methods of Pitching. 

And just as in all his play, there 
is an impressive saneness about 
the way Horton handles these me- 
dium and short pitches. His meth- 
od is certainly a lesson in conserv- | 
atism and in standardized play 
which, ought to be of immense 
value to the dub, if he will only 
heed it. 

There are two ways in which a 
pitch shot may be played. The | 


cne, a punch straight through the 
ball, with no semblance of a cut or 
slicing spin, and the other, played 
with the face of the club laid off 
snd a swing from outside in 
across the ball. -The first method 
imparts backspin to the bali, but 
rot enough to stop it as quickly as 
the second method can accomplish. 
But the cut shot involves a bit 
more risk because the stroke re- 
quires a ner co-ordination. 

This is where Smith's play 
stands out. The occasion rarely 


arises when it is necessary to apply 


any more than a fair amount of 
backspin. The average situation 
leaves the player an ample space 
of green in front of the hole, so 
that any properly hit shot will 
stop quickly enough. So Horton 
plays practically nothing but the 
straight-forward shot, with either 
mashie-niblic or niblic as the oc- 
casion may demand, and he drops 
the ball sufficiently short of the 
hole to allow its normal run to 
bring it™clese to the flag. He 
rarely runs the risk of the half- 
topped or fluffed shot which the 
cut stroke entails, 


Suggestion to Remember. 


The average player usually takes 
just the opposite course, attempt- 
ing to play every shot with as much 
spin as he can possibly apply. In 
this way he makes the game more 
difficult than it should be. 

There are times when I find it 
better to pitch to the green with 
no spin at all, that is, attempting 
no spin and making a generous al- 
lowance for the run of the ball. It 
is a fine thing to remember that 
when a ball designed to run pitches 
on to the green and stops, not near- 
ly so much damage is done as if it 
had been struck boldly up to the 
hole, designed to stop, and run 
over into a bunker beyond.

DWIGHT DAVIS SAYS TARIFF

WASHINGTON, July 16.—The 
message of Governor-General 
Dwight F. Davis to the Philippine 
Legislature, made public today at 
the War Department, attributed 
business depression in the islands 
to the world’s economic situation, 
typhoons and insect devastation.

LUMBER I$ OPPOSED 


American Manufacturers Con- 
tend Treasury Ignored Evi- 
dence of’ Convict Labor. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July -16.—Vig- 
orous objection to the Treasury’s 
recent ruling which permitted ad- 
mission of six shiploads of lumber 
from Russia was raised yesterday 
by the National Lumber Manufac- 
turers’ Association in a brief filed 


with Seymour Lowman, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

The protest contended the _ evi- 
dence produced in the hearing did 
not sustain the conclusion by Low- 
man that the shipments were not 
produced wholly or in part by con- 
vict labor. It argued there was 
nothing inconclusive about an of- 
ficial order of the Soviet Govern- 
ment addressed to persons at lum- 
ber mills and logging camps in the 
affected regions and in the decla- 
rations that 100,000 prisoners are 
employed in that region. It added 
that while it is not possible to 
prove that every single board in 
the cargoes in question is the prod- 
uct of convict labor, to insist on 
such proof would merely nullify by 
administrative regulation the spe- 
cific act of Congress. 


The association said in its brief 
that among the evidences in the 
possession of the Treasury that 
convict labor had-been used in pro- 
ducing lumber in the White Sea 
area of Russia were various affi- 
davits and communications trans- 
mitted by American officials at 
Helsingfors, Finland, and Riga, 
Latvia. These, the brief said, in- 
cluded affidavits by escaped po- 
litical prisoners that great numbers 
of other prisoners were employed 
in logging operations in that re- 
gion, that they had seen timber 
being cut for export there and 
various. reviews and reports from 
the officials themselves, regarding 
the operations. 

One of the communications to 
which the brief caHed attention 
was a “copy of official order No. 
1, governing the administration of 
sOlovetzsky (prison) camps,” which 
it said stipulated that prisoners 
doing their work in accordance 
with the increased program of tim. 
ber cutting would have their terms 
of imprisonment shortened.” 

There was nething inconclusive 
in this, the association said, nor in 
the “declaration by American Con- 
suls that from 100,000 to 150,000 
prisoners are heing employed in 
lumber work in the Russian White 
Sea regions.’’ 

The brief said it would be im- 
possible to produce specific evi- 
dence that lumber in the cargoes 
was produced by convict labor, “if 
by it is meant specific evidence 
board by board.” It contended, 
however, that this was not neces- 
sary to meet the conditions of the 
tariff act that forbade such im- 
portations if produced wholly or in 
part by convict labor.

A TALE OF MUNICIPAL CORRUPTION. 


Detailed confirmation of the charge that the city. 


was cheated in the Ryckoff lighting contract scandal 
has been furnished by James W. Stultz, former elec- 
trical engineer in the Department of Public Utilities. 
Stultz, whose duty was to check reports of city in- 
spetfors of the Ryckoff job, left town 15 months 
ago on the eve of the grand jury investigation which 
resulted in the indictment of A. M. Ryckoff, Chief 
Electrical Engineer Heath and Director of Public 
Utilities Pritchard. Stultz swears he was given to 
understand by Heath and Assistant Chief Electrical 
Engineer Gonter that St. Louis had become “too 
hot for him.” Found by the Post-Dispatch at Mitchel 
Field, Long Island, where he is serving an enlist- 
ment in the United States Army, Stultz told his 
story in an affidavit printed yesterday in the Post- 
Dispatch. 

The affidavit bears‘ out the original disclosure, 
made on March 21, 1929, that Ryckoff received large 
payments from the city for Work not done on his 
contract. That charge was based on 2 survey, made 
by' engineers in the employ of this, newspaper, later 
confirmed by another survey by engineers employed 
by the city.

~ Despite the first engineer’s survey and the admis- 
sion by Ryckoff that he had made “short cuts,” it 
was widely rumored that the disclosure of the Post-

the administration. Even after the grand jury in- 
dicted Ryckoff on a charge of overcharging the city, 
and Pritchard and Heath, charges of obtaining 
money under false pretenses, the gossip was that 
the whole affair would soon blow over. Approximate- 
ly a year later, on March 7, 1930, the Pitzman’s 
Company of Surveyors and Engineers reported to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment. that its sur 
vey showed an apparent overpayment by the city to 
Ryckoff of $157,064.66, The city then prepared to file 
civil suits to recover the money. Those suits now 
await the result of the criminal cages.

Evangelist Paul Bennett, in New Albany, Ind., to 
conduct a revival meeting, was compelled to cancel 
his engagement because his jaw ached from injuries 
received in Newburg, Mo., last Thursday when he was 
attacked by George Karney, Deputy Game Warden. 
Bennett, however, says he has only beén silenced tem- 
porarily and is “going back to Newburg to fight it 
out with them as I never did before.”’

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TREASURER BRUNK’S EXPLANATIONS. 

Bank failures are requiring explanatory statements 
from State Treasurer Larry Brunk. as 
In the case of the Farmers’ State Bank at Marsh- 
field it developed that Treasurer Brunk had accepted 
as collateral “for State deposits St. Louis apartment 
house bonds in.the sum of $100,000 which Gov.

Hopeless fate of prisoners main cause of riots, official thinks; would restore hope for 
new chance by having scientific parole board with real authotity to make full 
investigation; says courts should fix only guilt, with expert body to set length of 


term; would free 40 per cent of all ‘idee at once, keep part of others for life.

F ORTY per cent of all prisoners in 
American penal institutions today 
shouldbe paroled at once and sent 
home as soon as jobs can be found for 
them. Thirty per cent should remain an- 
other two years at the most and then be 
paroled, Of the remaining 30 per cent, 
the majority are incorrigible and should 
be kept'in for life and segregated from the 
“chance” criminals, 

Sentences ‘should be entirely under the 
control ofa parole board which should study 
every convicted man as an individual—clas- 
sify him, return him to his home under 
parole or segregate him in and<jinstitution 
that will make him a better man. 

For these new first offenders the same 
general proportions hold good: 40 per cent 
should be paroled; 30 per cent should be 
sent up for short terms; and possibly 15 


‘or 20 per cent for life. Any mah who isn’t 


fit to leave prison at the end of 10 years’ 
incarceration should be given life, 
” * * 

Judges and courts should decide only on 
the guilt or innocence of an accused: the 
length and severity of his sentence should 
be entirely in the hands of a non-political 
board of experts who will consider the in- 
dividual and will not judge the crime. Two- 
thirds of the men sentenced by our judges 
today are given too severe sentences, while 
the remaining third should be more severe- 
ly sentenced. The individual and not the 
crime should be judged and sentenced. ; 

Hope should be put back into the hearts 
of convicted men; hope that they can have 
another chance to go. straight: Definite 
and inelastic sentences have destroyed all 
hope—and it has been lack of hope, and 
not bad beans or sour hash or overcrowd- 
ing, that has been the primary cause of 
riots over America. 

For almost a year this terrible epidemic 
of prison riots has spread over our country 
—culminating in the starting of the fire 
that burned to death more than 300 men 
in the State prison at Columbus, O. Whose 
fault is it? Who is to blame? What can we 


do about it? 


A quarter of a century of active work 
in penal institutions Has pointed out the 
answer to this last and all-important ques- 
tion: freat the convicted: man as 4n in- 
dividual, apply the Golden Rule to him 
and put hope back in his heart—and treat 
him: as a “continuing social unit.”

horsepower and would provide a 
35-mile lake with a pondage of

It would serve the interests of 
flood control, he asserted, and 
would furnish the flow necessary 
to protect the navigablity of the 
Black and White Rivers. The Cur- 
rent River is used for “navigation” 
only in floating logs and ties. His 
company, he promised, would 
build a second dam below Donl- 
phan if need for more power 
should arise. 

After Wilby had informed the

His 
opinion was that transmission of 
power to St. Louis and other dis- 
tant industrial centers was unsound 
enomonically. He advocated a low- 
head dam development as mini- 
mizing the danger from seepage 
and as a preliminary to complete 
development of the river. He con- 
ceded, however, that his company 
had no comprehensive plans for 
development. The Missouri Elec- 
tric project, he estimated, could 
sell wholesale power at 1 cent a 
kilowatt hour. ; 

Opposition to Plan. 

J. F. Fullbright, attorney and 
former Mayor of Doniphan: George 
D. Sloan, Doniphan attorney, and 
Dr, M. V. B. Waddle were among 
those opposing development of the 
upper river by the Missouri Elec- 
trie and Current River companies. 
Mayor M. L. Milner took a like po- 
sition in a letter to Col. Wilby last 
November.
